The Gazstto of last avening misrepre- 


sents the JOURNAL by asserting that 
this paper felt called upon to give its 
riaclors a column of editorial in justU 
floaiicm of che bank officers' acts, and 
takes upon itsolf much credit for the 
position it took at the time of the fail- 
ure. It then claims that the Gazette 
took a somewhat different view from 
that of the JOURNAL, and attempts to 
hare the inference drawn in its favor 
and to the detriment of this journal. 
The JottBNAfc would not if it could re- 
tract a solitary word it has said on the 
subject. It never did excuse the Man- 
ager or any ol the officials for their 
misconduct and 
mismanagement. It 


did take the stand, however, that these 
men had wronged their depositors and 
the public, but that it did not believe 
thes» men had bean, guilty of any act oi 
a criminal nature, aud the best answer 
to that was but a day or two ago given 
by Judge Rising and a jury of twelve 
msn. The Gazette has generally taken 
the same position, and fully admitted as 
much in an article published subHeqnent 
to a withdrawal of the libel suit insti- 
tuted against 
it by Kinks ad. The 


Gazette opposed the findings of indict- 
ments and tha entailment of tbo gresv 
expense to prosecute these men. So 
did the JOUENAL. The Gazette pretends 
to have done so differently from tha 
JOURNAL, but an examination of the 
files of the papers wilt not show tha 
the Gazette published any more of the 
truth about the entire matter than th 
JODBNAI. did. Tho JOUBX.VL has never 
been called upon to recall a single word 
The Gazette has, and justly too, in 
effect, retracted many tilings which 
subsequent events proved was sensa 
tional journalism. In tho Ooac^Ai, o 
July 9th, 1880, appeared tho following 
comments, and the history of the wise 
has demonstrated that what was said 
then was right then ana is right now : 


We do not believe that men who have 


lived ia a community twenty-five years 
and who have always been honest anc 
upright, and good citizens generally 
should, if perchance they happen to 
make a mistake, be denounced in un- 
measured terms, held up to public con- 
tempt and ridicuU, hounded as though 
hanging was too good for them. No mau 
is perfect, aud there are times in every 
man's career when he may make a mis 
step.

Savings Bank was a great calamity to 
this town, and oar earnest hope is 
that every depositor will yet get his 
money. 
We believe that Jjta Kinkeac 


would sooner huve died than hud it oo 
cur, and that he would give Satun i 
mortgage on his life for thirty yeura. 
if he would pay the debts dollar for dol- 
lar to-day. He is to blatue for uut hav- 
ing been more cautious, fca 
huviug 


"wilted" too quick, for not culliac 
upon friends for advice, fui not gat- 
ting the trustees together, for having al- 
lowed too much laUtudti to debtois like 
the editors of the two Reno papers, and 
for having made his uncle a preferred 
creditor, and yot in this latter cuae we 
should like to see the man who woulc 
nave done differently under the circum- 
stances. But that Emkead has done 
anything dishonest, that he has rob- 
bed anybody, that he has made any 
false enteries on the books, or that he 
disires to injure any creditor, we do not 
believe. For all of his life's labors m 
Washoe county he has nothing but hi 
home, and that will have to be mortgaged 
to get bread for his wife and children. 


Take Crockett's cnse : He is to blame 


for having had State money to his 
credit in that Bank, aud for allowing it 
to accumulate to such an amount as &8,- 
000. He should nave ha.d daily returns 
of his collections—for all thtit money 
was the result of collections, and never 
a dollar was put there or kept there for 
the purpose of "bolstering" tho Bank, 
•and when the dreadful news was com- 
municated to him that the Buuk was 
about to suspend, no wondor he rnshud 
to Keno, took what money he could get, 
and securities enough to make good the 
amount due the Treasury.

"MTTTJLE MAC." 


lie Gets a K«uslue Reception from 


the Veterans of Him Old Army— 
A Pathetic Speech by the First 
Commander of tbe Army of the 
Potomac. 


WASHINGTON, May IS. 


General George B. MoOlellan, at the 


janquet of the Society of the Army of 
-he Potomac this evoning, responded to 
the toast : "The Army of the Potomac. 
As his name was announced and he 
rose to address the company the veterans 
sprang upon the chairs, and broke into 
cheer after cheer, 
For two or three 


minutes the clamor was deafening. The 
man pounded the tables, stamped with 
their 
feet and shouted 
themselves 


hoarse. Viewed from the gallery dur- 
ing this space of time the bunquetting 
room was a tumultuous sea of heads, o: 
arms, napkins, hats and even crutches 
which the owners were gesticulating 
wildly in their unbounded enthusiasm 
and excitement. 
General 
McClellan 


stood calmly bowing during the tumult 
and when it showed signs of lessening 
he stilled it entirely with a wave of bis 
hand, and m a voice of deep feeling, 
and speaking in a measured tone, hi 
began his greeting to his old command 
Every voice was hushad. He said 


In the days long past and gone for 


ever, when we ware young and strong 
full of life and hops, with tho future al 
before us, there were such relations be 
tween us that it gesems to- ma too cold 
too formal to address you simply as Mr 
Chairman and gentlemeu, for our Chair 
man often brought to me intelligence 
that I needed up from the very jaw of 
death, and when assigned to tho com- 
mand of a division of new troops, he 
hurried by forced marches to the assist- 
ance of his commander on the bloody 
field of Antietam. So thtre cau be no 
form or ceremony between him and my^ 
self. Very many, perhaps most of you, 
were with me when in this very city I 
assumed command of that mass of brav 
men, unorganized and tminstructed 
who composed the nucleus of wha 
afterwards became the ' Army of the 
Potomac. 
Those of you who were with 


me then were more to me then dea 
comrades, more than brothers in arms 
you were as my very children." 


This was McCUllan's opening, and in 


this strain he proceeded to the close 
He spoke of the trying times "iu whicl 
you and I did our best for the country, 
aud recalled tbe well-loved and familia 
faces which all missed from their ranks 
He said: "I Bee you in this city, th 
Capital of the Nation, as it was whan 
came here from Western Virginia, fu 
of disorganized troops, in immineu 
danger of attack. I see order and quie 
restored as if by magic, when yon a 
once responded to ruy appeals and sec 
onded my endeavors. I remember we 
the mass of raw troops pouring in 
badly armed and improperly equipped 
but composed of the best men that eve 
responded to the appeal to arms, actu 
ated by the highest and purest motive 
of patriotism, discussing no pnitisa 
question, knowing but ons thing—tha 
the country was in danger aud tha 
they were ready to giva their lives t 
save it. I saw an army come out of tha 
mass, I saw it acquiring order, disci 
pline and instructions. Then follows 
the necessary ,rork of fortifications oil 
the capital; a work which set the arm; 
free to strike where blows wore felt 
aud which more than once saved the 
capital. I saw that army become caps 
ble of being handled on the inarch an 
under fire, and leave the camps in 
which it had beeu created and go to 
the Peninsula. Thnro you stood by m 
aud I stood by yon. And I do not for 
get how nobly you passed through your 
first experience of battle." 


He sketched briefly at this point some 


of the principal battles, anu alluded to 
the seven-days' fight as $aade in obedi 
ence to orders from Washington, to 
cover the advance of reinforcements 
which never name through—the enemy 
came instead. "Fortunately," he con 
tinned, "this had been foreseen, anc 
days before transports with supplies 
bad been sent to the James to await the 
army." He then spoka of the gallantry 
with which the army fought when remov- 
ed from bis command, and tho glad con- 
fidence with which it welcomed his re- 
turn at the battle of Antietam; of his 
withdiawal from the Army of the Poto- 
mac en what he then believed aud still 
lettered was the eve of a decisive bat- 
;le, never to meet that army again as its 
commander. 
Continuing, he 
said : 


Th« army which it was my fortune to 


organize and create, the army that be- 
came an army of veterans, I, as its 
earliest and only living commander, am 
glad to know was unsurpassed by any 
of the historic armies of the world in 
fficiency, valor or achievement."

Bepof ts From Cattle Rang*!. 
The Chicago Drover's Journal has re- 


ceived reports in detail from the round- 
ing-np regions of Colorado, Kansas, 
Texas, Nebraska, Iduho, Wyoming, In- 
dian Territory, Montana and Nevada. 
The reports show the cattle business to 
be in a very thrifty condition. The per- 
centage of loss in all the States and Ter- 
ritories ranges from 1 to 20 per cent, or 
a general average of 3% per cent. The 
greatest loss was reported by Idaho, In- 
dian Territory and Kansas. 
Kansas is 


the only State that reports an increase 
in shipments of baoves this season, but 
the general average is reported the same 
as in 1882. 
Tne averaga condition of 


cattle on the ranges is reported by Kan- 
sas, Texas and Indian Territory to be 
worse, when compared with the corres- 
ponding period of last year, but all 
other sections report an average or bet- 
ter condition of stock than last Spring. 
Shipments of beeves will commence 
about the same time as last season. 


The shipping season in the South- 


west, however, will be about a month 
later than last -year. An average in- 
crease of about 25 per cent, in the calf 
crop, as compared with last year's prices 
of cattle on the range shows an average 
advance of $5 80 a head higher than 
last year. There are 10 per cent, more 
improved bulls in rise than last Spring. 
Shorthorns predominate, but there has 
been a much larger demand for Here 
fords than last year and many speak in 
favor of the Polled Angus .
